. Xroufc or Salmon. 


Are what are called "lake trout" really 


trout, or are they a variety of salmon? 
That is a question now tgitaliog tbe nat- 
uralists of the State. At a recent meeting 
of the Academy of Sciences, at San Fran- 
cisco, says the Trnokee Republican, Pro- 
fessor Carl E'gennifmn gave an interesting 
talk on stltuon undlha ealmoa front, illus- 
trated by many Sfeiimenn of each, (spec- 
ially the latter, eecnred during a recent 
stay at Luke Taboo. The subject is of 
special lule a.-it as beating upon troubles 
that have aiijen between the Fish Commis- 
sion and alleged vn lotion of the law as to 
what really is a salmon and what n salmon 
trout. Both tUbes belong to the genus 
Salmooidco, which also includes Ihe white 
fish and greylings. 


This genua is noted for the great varia- 


bility of tbe species, tho age, Benson, 
water, food, kind of bottom, etc., produc- 
ing luch variations that in come oases 
where a large trout «nd a small salmon are 
compared it is almost impO'BiUe for any 
one but a scientist to distinguish between 
tbem. Be had been sold n salmon trout 
for a salmon in the city markets, and the 
fisherman grew wroth at being told it was 
the former. 


At Lake Taboe the fishermen divide the 


front caught there into seven apccies, bat 
the scientist would cUss them all as of 
one epecies, differing somewhat m pecu- 
liarities at difftr>-nt agf>s and from local 
causes. 


The professor stated that tbe trout were 


spurning in the lake this your, whereas 
they had formerly ascended the streams 
for that purpose, and that this might be 
owing to the extreme higbt of the water, 
or Io their low temperature, but the fisher- 
men attribute it to tha intelligence of tbe 
fish. The Fish Commission haHCbtablisbed 
box-traps at the mouth of tbe streams, in 
whiob the fiih are caoght as they sun to 
tbe spawning ground, are stripped of (heir 
ppawo to supply the hnt.'heries and then 
returned ta the lake. To avoid this unnat- 
ural [iiootss, the fishermen contend, is tbe 
cause of tbe finn spawning in the lake.

Indi»'» Hallway Tunnel. - 


An article in Tbe Allahabad Pioneer 


gives some interesting particulars con-, 
seining the tunnel that has just been 
completed through the Khojak.'on the 
railroad from Quette tcvCundahar. The 
Khojak pass is 7,600 feet above tbe sea 
and about 3,000 feet above the level of 
the surrounding country. The tunnel 
pierces the range at right angles, and ir? 
course is therefore due east and -west, 
and it enters the hill about 1,000 feet be- 
low the crest of the pass. ' The length of 
the tunnel is 12,600 feet, or two and a 
half miles approximately, and it will 
carry a double line of rails. For the first 
half the floor ascends about 1 in 1,000, 
and for the second half of the journey it 
descends at an incline of 1 in 40. There 
are two main shafts, one 818 feet and 
the other 290 feet deep, which were sunk 
in order to facilitate the construction of 
the tunnel. 


The-chief obstacle to progress arose 


from the flooding of the tunnel at more 
than one point, A large spring was cut, 
and the water flooded the shaft on the 
Candahar side to the depth of 180 feet. 
It took ten weeks to pump out the water, 
and in the western heading as much as 
500 gallons a minute were constantly 
rushing out of the west mouth. In order 
to overcome this difficulty a side cutting 
had to be made. The magnitude of the 
work is testified to by the banks of shale 
and rock at the mouths of the tunnel 
and at the pitheads, which are said to be 
quite altering the landscape in places. 
One curious discovery made during the 
progress of the work, as the result of an 
investigation into the cause of certain 
mysterious explosions, was that it was 
proved that "combustion had arisen in- 
side a case of blasting gelatine." 


Another Drug Abomination to Be Avoided. 


Ezalgine is the name of s new drug 


similar in composition to antipyrin and 
antifebrin, which has lately been the ob- 
ject of much laudation for its energy as 
a painkiller. Neuralgias of all kinds,' 
wherever located, are generally dispelled 
by its use in about half an hour at the 
outside. Frequently the pain does not 
return, and the cure is permanent, but 
sometimes there may be a relapse and 
further doses are necessary. Ezalgine, 
however, has been engaging the atten- 
tion of Dr. Bardet and Dr. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, two French physicians who 
have been making an investigation into 
the- therapeutic qualities of this sub- 
stance. While they, agree, aa, to the ac- 
tivity of the drug in destroying pain., the 
doctors are equally unanimous in their 
opinion as to the danger of its use. The 
new pain killer is a powerful poison as 
well as a sedative, and its action affects 
the brain, giving rise to violent convul- 
sions like those of epilepsy. The moral 
of the findings of MM. Bardet and Dn- 
jardin-Beautnetz is that it is better to 
endure pain than to resort to the use of 
so dangerous a drug to assuage it.—Jour- 
nal of Health.

A New Clock for Bace Conraeg.

horse timer which he believes will be- 
come very popular on race courses.." The 
dial is about three feet in diameter, and 
its divisions and subdivisions are marked 
with sufficient distinctness to be seen 
from any part of the ordinary grand 
stand. 


The markings divide the circumfer- 


ence of the dial into minutes, seconds, 
half seconds, quarter seconds, eighth sec- 
onds and sixteenth seconds. The hands 
may be stopped or started instantane- 
ously by touching a button at the back 
of the case. The minute hand makes 
one revolution in twelve minutes, and 
the second hand makes a revolution in 
one minute. Both may be turned to the 
starting point instantly and easily. The 
escapement is a half second beat.—Jew- 
elers' Weekly. 


An Electric Storm. 


Dubuque, Ia., has been treated to a 


great electrical storm, which was not at- 
tended by loss of life, though telegraph 
and telephone instruments were burned 
out and some damage was done to prop- 
erty. It is quite probable that the elec- 
tric wires helped to protect the people 
from a storm of unusual violence. The 
great balls of fire that are reported to 
have exploded, doing no damage, have 
been observed before. Sometimes they 
are harmless, but more frequently they 
kill. As many as eight men have been 
lulled at one stroke, and so instantane- 
ously that their dead bodies have re- 
mained in the attitude of life.—New Or- 
leans Picayune.
